borhood of Strum itsa and, according 
to Berlin, in co-operation with the Bul­ 
garian mountain artillery, has “done 
great execu tion ” against the Anglo- 
French troops. 
The capture of Zajecar and Kniaje- 
vats, 
near 
the 
Bulgarian 
frontier, 
northeast of Nish, gives the Bulga­ 
rians control, not alone of the Danube 
legion and the northern reaches of 
the Timok river, but of the railway 
running south to Nish. 
Mines and other obstructions in the 
Danube 
are 
being 
rapidly 
removed 
and traffic on the river, it is expect­ 
ed, will soon be restored. 
T he Greek m inister at Paris has in­ 
formed the French foreign office that 
reports that Greece would demand the 
withdrawal of the allied troops from 
Saloniki are unwarranted.

New York, Oct. 29— The sudden cabinet crisis in France may 
be the beginning of the end of the war. 
It is an acknow ledgm ent 
of France's dissatisfaction with th** progress of events and Is a 
final effort to p u t things to rights before the end Is reached. 
If 
a new m inistry cannot bring about radical Improvements In the 
m ilitary and diplom atic situations France must begin to consid­ 
er term s of peace. 
The immediate cause of the m inistry's loss of 
prestige Is the defeat of the Allies’ diplomats In 
the Balkans. 
But, deeper than this. Is the growing despondency over the Ina­ 
bility of the arm y either to drive the Germans out of France or

The Vivian! cabinet has laid itself open to serious criticism be­ 
cause of the Balkan expedition. 
T he French 
people 'unquestionably 
believe 
Great 
Britain 
o u gh t to take over the responsibility of checking the Germans in 
the near east, and there is. too, an undoubted feeling th at M. Viv­ 
ian! has not got as much effective asistance front the British as 
he ought. 
Criticism of Great B ritain has lately become hut thinly 
veiled In France. 
French statesmen are now Intim ating th a t the 
Britisli are guilty of hesitation and incompetence. 
The period of 
recrim ination among members of any kind of coalition which Is 
almost Inevitable after persistent defeats has not begun openly In 
Europe; but France is not concealing its disappointm ent 
at the 
character of the assistance It has received from its allies. 
The Vivian! ministry, by offering its resignation, has brought 
FTanee’s relations with Its allies to a plane where there must, he 
very plain speaking. 
France cannot afford hereafter to occupy sec­ 
ond plan* In Interchanges of opinions 
among 
members of the 
quadruple entente. 
The war is entering upon a phase of dangerous 
exhaustion for all the belligerents, and the French people must 
be In an improved position, diplomatically, if they are to obtain 
the maximum results In the peace congress after the war. 
By 
changing its ministry, France will be In a position to ask for a 
new basis of understanding am ong the allies. 
This new basis, 
Indeed, in its first meaning, must 
relate to th e kind of peace 
aeeptable to all the allies. 
T hat being so, the Balkan situation 
may. In time, work out favorably to France. 
The German th reat 
against Egypt and other British eastern 
possessions 
makes 
the 
British empire for the first time really dependent on the assistance 
of the allies. 
France, therefore, can now talk more convincingly to the B rit­ 
ish governm ent than at any o th e r time since the beginning of 
the war.

The navy is areumulatlng

lion are in commission. 
“There are not enough men In tile 
navy at tills time to place all the .ships 
on parade, let alone send I beni into 
battle/* said a naval officer, 
"livery 
time we coniuilssiou a new ship we 
Ila vc to relegate one or two older one* 
to vlttunl retirement. 
Almost all our 
officers are performing the duties <d 
the rank above them. 
We ought to 
lune I,IHM* new officers at once and 
then promote a corresponding number 
of Hie old ouch to ranks commensurate 
with tile duties they are performing/' 
it is estimated that in tho event of 
war the navy would im vt* to retire a 
large number of older s h ip s in order 
to get enough men and officers to man 
the battle licet.

This increase, It is said. would Just 
put tile present ships on a war footing 
It would not provide reserves to lake 
care of normal casualties nor men to 
bandle (hi* large beet of auxiliary 
cruisers, colliers, transports and tend 
ers that would be necessary In war. 
Assistant Secretary Roosevelt recent 
Iv estimated that In.inni more men and 
l.otxi officers would be required to 
bring the present ships of tho wavy up 
to a state of actual war preparation 
The est ii MOU* of Rear Admire I (tine, 
chief of tile bureau of navigation, Is 
understood to have la*en considerably 
higher. 
Mr. Roosevelt is working out a plan 
for a naval reserve of bn,otto men, re 
emit is! from the former eu’istod men 
of the navy, who number about lOjxxi. 
and from private citizens who have 
bad experience In the various branch*** 
of the service. 
lie believes tlint. while these men 
cannot is* trained to tho atmid a rd of 
efficiency iii the regular service in this 
way, it will nevertheless la* tensible 
to mobilize a great many volunteer* 
for auxillary aer*, lee. 
Radio operators, 
helmsmen, mechanics and engineer* 
can be taken from private life aud 
made almost immediately useful to tile 
navy in time of war. 
If congress grants the Increase In 
|K*rsonnel which Secretary Daniel* will 
recoin mend and which It Is presume*! 
tin* president will approve it will not 
be e x a c te d to stop there. 
Naval ex 
peris are greatly interested in form 
lug un adequate reserve of both ship* 
aud men. 
Such a plan would neces­ 
sarily be linked with tile movement to 
foster a merchant marine and would 
provide for commissioning officers of 
the merchant fleet and placing the 
crews and vessels on the reserve list 
as Is dom* Iii Europe.

'gainst the rigors of tin* climate of 
Ids locality/’ 
Thus spoke Colonel L. M. Brett, U. 
S. A , superintendent of th*? 
Yellow’ 
stone at a national parks conference. 
Colonel Itrett Is one of til** most ex­ 
perienced Indian lighters in the na 
lienal service. 
“A park ranger about to start on ids 
Journey, In addition to his arms, hors** 
and equipment, should have a piece of 
canvas with which he can make a can 
van 
shelter 
effective 
against 
any 
weather, rations ample for the Jour 
ney, cooking utensils, fieldglnsses, a 
map of ids park and contiguous tcrrl 
tory, compass, notebook and pencil, ax, 
first ald packet arid telephone tester. 
As soon as in* leaves the ranger stat 
Hon he lieeomes a scout who must op 
pose Ids wits and energy against those 
whose life Is spent Iii the open among 
the wild animals and who have taken 
from these animals those character 
Isl leis that we know are possessed by 
the fox, tin* coyote, tin* timber wolf 
and tin* mountain lion. 
Ii** who rides 
th** trail In ii perfunctory anil aimless 
manner Is lait a Joke to such men.

vision I** detect Ii Itll. Ile will Ile some­ 
times for an hour with Ids head against 
ii hush, lleldglasses to Ids eyes, aud 
scan the country, aud Mien again scan 
it for any sign of human life or for 
any movement among the wild animals 
which Indicates tin* stranger in their 
midst. 
“'I’lu* scout does not remain on the 
trail that lias been beaten by somebody 
else Ids enemy would not bi* there 
but in* Is taking advantage of every in 
equality of the ground, of swale aud 
the coulees, Hie branches of trees along 
the stream banks and Hie shady side 
f every ridge, observing carefully for 
indications of trails, fresh signs of 
horse or any imprint of Hie foot. His 
eye must la* so trained tlint even the 
bending of tin* grass would tell him a 
story and would arouse ids suspicion. 
‘lie should never build a tire by day 
i in tit in tin* country where lie has ret! 
son to believe tin* enemy may lie lurk 
lug. 
At night, In some canyon or In 
some sheltered spot where tin* Ilia se 
can be seen lait ii few’ feet, he eau build 
Ids small lire and cook Ills food for tin* 
el cuing and the next day. it Is well 
for him to have enough food cooked 
diem! so that la* run remain on the 
trail or in pursuit of an enemy for for 
Iy-eight hours without having to stop 
lo cook. 
In Ids moments of leisure when 
resting he should make careful notes 
of all that lie sees ami anything out 
of tin* ordinary that lie cannot under 
stand should is* carefully described so 
that lie limy present this to ids supe 
rlor officer on Ids return for interpreta­ 
tion. 
When lie is called to points re­ 
mote from ids usual patrol route lie 
should indicate such a Journey on ids 
map by us© of ids compass. Ile should 
be careful to note the condition of the

(In* Information of headquarters. 
“Any indication of sickness among 
the animals is of the greatest impor­ 
tance and should la* reported at once, 
because epidemics are almost as fre­ 
quent among animals as among hu­ 
man is-lngs. 
Interference in any way, 
simile, or manner with tile natural 
formations should be reported. 
Dead 
fish on tin* surface of the water Is a 
dangerous symptom and would indi­ 
cate fishing bv use of explosives, ami 
generally speaking any Indication that 
nature or any of lier creatures has 
been disturbed should In* given the 
closest scrutiny and re port oil to the 
officer In charge. 
"Men who will lend themselves con­ 
scientiously to tills work are not com­ 
mon, aud in their training it is of the 
greatest ini|M*rt a nee that their facul­ 
ties of observation he cultivated to the 
extreme limit. These men must feel a 
pride in the work and strive to have 
their section the very best patrolled 
mu* within the park. 
We will not get 
a force sufficiently educated along Hie 
lines that I have indicated unless we 
all unite in systematic work and in­ 
struction. which cannot bo too compre­ 
hensive nor too painstaking.” 


ORDINANCE NUMBER 277 


An ordinance declaring defective 
trees, poles, posts, buildings, or struc­ 
tures in the City of Brainerd, to be 
public nuisances, providing for the 
abatem ent of the same, and for the 
punishment of any person violating 
tile provisions hereof, or hindering: 
the abatem ent of a nuisance. 
The Council of tin- City of B rain­ 
erd do Ordain: 
1. 
Any tree, pole, post, building, 
or structure in th* <'i?y of Brainerd, 
which by reason of decay, delapida- 
tion, defects in structure, or other 
cause, shall be imminently dangerous 
to life or property, or shall obstruct 
or encroach upon or render danger­ 
ous for passage, any highway, street, 
alley or other public place, is hereby 
declared to ii** a public nuisance. 
2. 
W henever any such nuisance 
shall exist, the city engineer of the 
City of Brainerd shall notify Hi*- own­ 
er of til** premises where sinh nuis­ 
a n c e is situated, to remove or abate 
such n u i s a n c e within a time not to 
exceed ten days, and if said owner 
shall not thereupon remove or abate 
said nuisance within such ten days. 
tin* city engineer shall proceed at 
once to remove or abate th*- same, and 
for this purpose he and his employees 
may enter into any premises or build­ 
ing in said city. 
J. 
If til*1 owner of th*- property is 
unknown or absent from the city 
wit ii 
po known 
repr* .'mutative or 
a g e n t upon 
whom 
notice can be 
served, the city engineer shall post a 
written or printed notice upon the 
property or premises setting forth 
that unless the n u i s a n c e is removed 
or abated within ten days, the same 
will he removed or abated by the city 
engineer at the e x p e n s e of the ow ner. 
I. 
If, in the opinion of the city 
engineer, said nuisance is so d anger­ 
ous to lit** or property as to require 
immediate removal 
or 
abatem ent, 
said engineer may proceed to remove 
or abate the same at once, w ithout 
waiting ten days as above provided. 
5. 
All costs and ex pen sea Incur­ 
red by tile city engineer in removing 
or abating a nuisance as herein pro­ 
vided, shall he paid by the owner of 
tin* premises, and if said owner shall 
refuse or neglect to pay til*- same, 
they shall become a lien upon said 
premises as provided in Section 39 
subdivision Thirty-Four of the C har­ 
ter of said City. 
ti. 
Any person who shall refuse 
or neglect to immediately remove or 
abate said nuisance when notified by 
sal*! city engineer to do so, or who 
shul! hinder or interfere with said 
engineer, or hl3 servants, in the re ­ 
moval or abatem ent of Hi*- sam** shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall Im- punished 
by a fine of not more than $100,00, 
or by imprisonment for not more 
ihun 90 days.
